caped after slaying Eli Jenkins, 
a 
prison attendant. 
Kenney and his two companions 
in their escape after killing Jenkins 
made their way to Sedalia 
on 
a i 
freight train and 
were 
arrested 
here on the m orning of March, I, 
1918. They were found in an M. K. 
& T. switch shanty at T hirteenth 
street and the Katy tracks. 
A resident of that vicinity report­ 
ed their presence in the shanty and 
W. W. Bolton at that time' sheriff, 
together with Vollie 
Moore 
and 
H erbert Greer, m em bers of the po­ 
lice departm ent, hastily made

trip there w here the three readily 
surrendered. They 
were 
returned 
to th prison in company of officers 
sent here for them.

We live in an age of wonders, but 
there are limits to the magic which 
has performed so many modern mir­ 
acles. 
Consider the 
airship, for in*- 
stance. 
If we believe what some of 
the Sunday feature writers tell us and 
the pictures which accompany their 
articles, the day of vast commercial 
air fleets is at hand. 
Who has not 
seen these 
marvelous 
pictures—the 
sky full of great aerial liners, throng­ 
ed with passengers, laden with all 
sorts of valuable cargoes, cleaving the 
air above the oceans, 
passing from 
continent to continent in a few short 
hours, encircling the globe far more 
swiftly even than Jules Verne? Many 
of us take these pictures seriously and 
believe that tomorrow they will come 
true. 
Possibly they will; but it is of in­ 
terest to note that the Imperial Con­ 
ference of representation of the Brit­ 
ish Dominion held in London has de­ 
cided that the suggestion that airships 
be used as a means of improving com­ 
munications between the British Do­ 
minions and the mother country is 
nonsensical. 
The 
conference 
ap­ 
pointed a committee to go 
into the 
subject, and the committee reported 
unanimously that the thing could not 
be done. 
One good and amply suffi­ 
cient reason why it could not be done 
is the fact that the cost would be ab­ 
solutely prohibitive. 
This does not look as though the 
day of commercial 
air fleets is at 
hand. 
Another thing that makes one 
doubtful about the marvelous prophe­ 
cies of the feature writers is the pres­ 
ent status of the American merchant 
marine and of the shipping business of 
the world in general. In America, at 
any rate, we have not yet learned how 
to operate successfully 
a merchant 
fleet of the common ordinary sort that 
ploughs through the water instead of 
soaring airily above it. 
It does look 
as if we ought to learn to do this be­ 
fore building air liners in great num­ 
bers. 
When*Mr. Lasker has converted the 
American merchant 
marine 
from a 
bankrupt institution into a going con­ 
cern, we may begin to look for the 
coming of those vast argosies of the 
skies 
which 
Tennyson 
caught 
a 
glimpse of and which some present 
day enthusiasts maintain are even now 
just beyond the horizon.

usefulness 
in

>rld. There is too much to be done 
re on earth, according to this view, 


to permit of prolonged mental excur­ 
sions to the stars. 
Nevertheless, Des Moines’ idea is a 
good one. 
There is a place in the 
community’s life for a mifnicipal ob­ 
servatory somewhat analagous to the 
place occupied by municipal libraries 
and museums. The hest and most use­ 
ful and most practical of citizens have 
been known to take deep interest in 
libraries and museums and to spend 
many hours within their walls; and 
they may equally profitably spend a 
part of their time at the end of a tele­ 
scope. There is scarcely any limit to 
the wonders which the telescope re­ 
veals, and some 
acquaintance with 
those wonders will not do any man or 
woman any harm. 
Des Moines’ public observatory is 
really an interesting illustration of the 
way in which some of our progressive 
American cities are seeking to pro­ 
mote what may be called, for lack of 
a better term, the “culture” of their 
inhabitants. 


NORTHCLIFFE ON PROHIBITION. 


According to Lord Northcliffe, Ute 
American news of greatest interest to j 
the English people is news about pro- j 
hibition, in fact he is quoted as saying 
that he considers news about prohibi­ 
tion as of universal interest.

YEAR IN MINING 


Washington, D. C , Sept. 16—Re 
ports received by the United States 
bureau ol mines from operators oi 
ii on mines throughout the country 
show that accidents in 
the 
veal 
1920 resulted in 106 deaths and 9,- 
072 nonfatal injuries. 
The figures 
represent decreases of 33 fatal and 
26 non fatal accidents as compared 
with the previous year. 
The iron 
mining industry 
employed 
45,990 
men, which is practically the same 
as for 1919. 
The statistics indicate 
a tatalily rate of 2.34 and an injury 
rate of 200.49 per 1000 men employ­ 
ed. 
A notable feature ot the year’s 
activities was a gain ot about 46 per 
cent in the number of shifts work­ 
ed in open pit mining operations, in 
which the ore is mined on the sur­ 
face by means of 
steam 
shove#. 
The production of iron ore in 
the 
country has been estimated by the 
United States geological survey at 
69,000,000 gross tons, which is ap­ 
proximately 13,000,000 tons 
more 
than was produced in 1919.

Jefferson City, Sept. 16.—Missou-1 
ri has been 
allotted the largest I 
amount of federal aid funds for vo-: 
cational argriculture, 
home 
eco­ 
nomics and trades and industries of 
any of the middle western states, 
according to a statement here to­ 
day by Sam A. Baker, state super­ 
intendent. 
Most of this w’ork is 
conducted through the high schools 
as approved by the state superin­ 
tendent, particularly vocational ag­ 
riculture 
and 
home economics, 
while 
trades 
and 
industries in­ 
volves out of school work and in­ 
struction as w’ell. 
Missouri’s federal aid allotment 
for the school year just beginning 
is $129,553.01, according to Super­ 
intendent Baker, and an equal sum 
is supplied by the state, 
making 
»ver $250,000 that may be expended 
by the state during the year for vo­ 
cational w^ork. The biennial appro­ 
priation for vocational work by the 
regular session of the legislature 
was over $290,000. 
The distribution of the federal 
funds for the year gives vocational 
agriculture $53,035.61, home eco­ 
nomics, $8,836.21, trades and indic­ 
tees, $35,345.14, and teacher train­ 
ing, $32,336.05. 
The teacher train­ 
ing work is carried on at the Uni­ 
versity of Missouri where vocation­ 
al instructions for high schools are 
prepared. 
A comparison of Missouri’s allot­ 
ment of federal aid for the year 
>how’s that this states available 
funds are almost double the amount 
received 
by 
Kansas, 
Arkansas. 
Oklahoma 
and 
Nebraska. 
The 
amounts received by the neighbor­ 
ing states follows: 
Kansas, $67,- 
613.32; Iowa. $91,823.06; Arkansas, 
$67,394; 
Nebraska, 
$49,605.57; 
Oklahoma, 
$77,739.39; 
Kentucky, 
$92,636.25, and Tennessee, $89,619. 
There are only seven states in 
the entire country that have been 
blotted larger amounts than Mis­ 
souri, Superintendent 
Baker said, 
md only one state west of the Mis­ 
sissippi River is included in this 
group, which is Texas. 
The other 
states that have larger allotments 
than Missouri are, Illinois, 
New 
York, Ohio, Pennsylvania, 
Michi­ 
gan and Massachusetts. The allot- 
ineiit of federal funds is based up­ 
on the ratio of rural population to 
the total population of the state, ac­ 
cording to Mr. Baker. 
During the past year, a report of 
which has just been prepared by 
Superintendent Baker and submit­ 
ted to the federal board, Missouri 
expended a total of $111,864.90 of 
federal aid vocational funds, which 
amount in turn was met by state 
funds, making the total amount ex- 
lended 
approximately 
$230,000. 
The federal funds were distributed 
as follows: 
agriculture, $47,986; 
home economics, $8,200; trades and 
industries, $33,073; 
teacher train­ 
ing, $25,539. 
The demand for vocational work 
in high schools of the 
state is 
greater this year than ever before. 
Superintendent Baker said. Last 
year there were 73 approved high 
schools for vocational 
agriculture 
and 26 other high schoole have ap­ 
plied for this work this year. Thirty 
five high schools had vocational 
home economics last year while 20 
other high schools have applied for 
this wrork 
this 
year. 
Nine high 
schools offered trades and indus­ 
tries courses last year, the courses 
including printing, electricity, auto 
mechanics, 
commercial art, paint­ 
ing and a number of other trades.
